In the first place the fin an ces of 
the city were in a n y th i n g but a n o ur­

Not 
on ly d id we owe the much talked of 
brid ge bon d s of $27.000. but there 
w ere m a n y o th e r o uts ta n d i n g d ebts

I had served as m a y o r but. th r e e 
years an d th r e e m o n t h s when every 
d ebt again st the city, in clud in g the 
bird ge bon d s, were paid off, an d that, 
ton , w ithout in creasin g the taxes on e 
cen t. Besid es, th e c it y’s s h a r e of lo­ 
cal 
im p ro ve m e n ts 
was 
red uced , in 
th a t time, from $s,ooo to $5,000, ail 
of which goe« to show that the ta x­ 
pa yer lias been protected by th e p re s­ 
en t a d m in is tra tio n an d that 
every 
d o ll ar .raised for city purposes lias 
been han d led 
with ca re 
an d ra r e 
good jud gm en t. 


II h a s been the policy of the pre s­ 
en t a d m i n is tra tio n , as you n o d o ub t 
•tic aware, to pay all d ebts again st 
the city as they come d ue, the policy 
of e ve ry successful in d ivid ual, firm 
o r corporation . Never, in th e seven 
yea rs that I have been mayor, lias an 
o r d e r been issued iuit what th e re was 
mon e y in the tr e a s ur y to pay it, co n ­ 
sequen tly, th ere a re n o bon d s o r o r ­ 
d ers out at the presen t time t h a t are 
past d ue.

Especially is 
this tr ue if Dixon ever ta ke s on the 
p roportion s that so m e of us pred ict 
a n d hope for, an d m o r e especially is 
titis true, if we ever succeed in get­ 
tin g a trolley lin e fr om th e city to 
th e park so that those who d o n ot 
possess automob il es, b o a ts or c a r­ 
riages can get to an d fro m tn e pa rk 
at a n omin al cost.

we were to remain in office for all 
time. 


No city in th e state lias had less 
of lawlessn ess an d cri me in th e past 
seven years th a t Dixon has had an d 
there are but few cities 
a n y w h e re 
that can c o m p a r e with it. Go w h ere 
you will an d visit w h a t o t h e r cities 
you may an d i am sur e you will re­ 
t ur n w it it th e feelin g th a t as for a 
well govern ed city Dixon has them 
all beaten . At least tn at is my e x p e r­ 
ien ce as well as th e experi en ce of 
mail) o th e r s with w h o m I have ta lk­ 
ed .
